nominee, meanwhile, took in $10,110 
iii donations and silent $10,102.

but both overcame it. 


The financial reports indicate that 
the Associated Republicans of Texas 
has targeted Wentworth’s as a win­ 
nable race. ART contributed $500 to 
his campaign, an amount matched by 
the Bexar County Republican Wo­ 
men’s Club.

San Antonio has had enough 
time to evaluate effects of the 
L o m b a r d i n o a m e n d m e n t to 
state law as it affects the City 
of San Antonio, The evaluation 
is bad news for the city in 
t e r m s of obligations against 
the treasu ry and d o u b le sta n ­ 
dard forced upon employment 
policy. 
Since August 1975, accrued 
sick leave to H5 retired fire­ 
fighters

officers 
has been $565,371. Without the 
Lombardino amendm ent, that 
total would have been $276,971). 
The reason for the differ­ 
ence is that the law requires 
accrual of sick leave without 
limit. 
Unlimited sick leave started 
as a departmental policy that 
became a custom and was fin­ 
ally written into law. The po­ 
licy was without authority and 
f o r m e r City M a n a g e r Sam 
G ra n a ta ’s attem pts to stop it 
were ineffective. T he policy 
that had city authority behind 
it was for 90 days accrued sick 
leave. At one time, an illness 
had to be properly certified to 
gain sick leave, at all. 
A realistic sick leave policy 
is sound. Unlimited sick leave, 
without the slightest sugges­ 
tion of illness, smacks of abuse 
of the public purse. For a state 


legislator to intrude such an 
abuse upon the city’s treasury 
is a burden that we don’t need. 
Furthermore, granting that 
benefit to one g ro u p of city 
e m p lo y e s without a s i m i l a r 
benefit to all of them is an un­ 
support abb' personnel practice 
that is bound to lead to added 
difficulties. 
We support fair pay policies 
for the city. Councils in recent 
years have been attentive to 
tile need for annual reviews 
and pay increases. Some of the 
pay levels should be revised 
and all of them should be kept 
up-to-date and competitive in 
order to retain c o m p e t e n t 
workers. 
T h o se things should be 
handled 
in 
City 
Hall. 
Unfortunately, a few legisla­ 
tors over the years have been 
successful in imposing through 
the so-called population brack­ 
et laws a financial decision that 
local government is competent 
to make.

George and Bonnie Carmack trace the roots of 
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San Antonio on a nostalgic visit to Spain 
Our noble heritage 


Who has not dreamed of 
a Castle in Spain? 
And in those youthful dream s 
imagined a Duke in that castle. 
The Duke of those dream s would be 
a so lem n m an of u n a p p ro a c h a b le 
mien — dressed in brocades and sa­ 
tins — a sweeping plume on his vel­ 
vet hat — 
O r. who know s — m ay b e even 
dressed as a knight in shining armor! 
Not so the Spanish duke that we in 
San Antonio can rightfully claim as 
our own — the Duque de Bejar. 
There is no family of longer lineage 
or more honorable in the service of 
its country than that of “ our Duke.” 
His titles give some hint of what his 
family has m eant to Spain through 
the centuries. 
Titles listed 
He is Don Pedro de Alcantara Roca 
de Togores y Salinas — XX Duque de 
B ejar — XXIII Conde de Luna — 
XXII Vizconde de Puebla de Alcocer. 
And the Duque de B e ja r fam ily 
m eans no less to San Antonio — once 
we were San Antonio de Bexar — and 
to Bexar County. 
Bonnie and I visited with the Duque 
de B ejar on our trip to Spain. The 
visit was at the family home in Se­ 
villa. 


This b e au tifu l staircase o f carved 
wood came from a pirate ship! It is in 
the home of the Duque de Bejar — a 
home that once was a convent. The 
home is four centuries old and many 
things have been added to it during 
the years — but few things more in­ 
teresting or beautiful than the “ Pir­ 
ate's S tair.” 


Our mission on our visit to Spain 
w as to r e p o rt on the people and 
places that have the closest ties with 
San Antonio and South Texas. 
Of course such a trip would be in-- 
com plete without talking with the 
Duque de Bejar. 
Indebted 
We are indebted to Thomas A. and 
Rose Marie Wilson of San Antonio. 
who have visited with the duke and 
his family aud have ties of personal 
friendship with them. Tom wrote the 
Duque de Bejar prior to our going to 
Spain. 
Our appointment to visit the duke 
was m ade through the office of the 
T S. Consul General in Sevilla. 
One of the most delightful and ca­ 
pable men we met on our trip made 
the appointm ent and accom panied 
us. He is Dr. .Julio Cuesta, a native 
and citizen of Sevilla, w ho now is on 
the consulate staff. 
Dr. Cuesta has fond m em ories of 
Texas* He got his m aster’s degree at 
T ex a s A&I at K in g sv ille and h as 
many friends there. He then went on­ 
to T u la n e for his Ph D in L atin- 
American affairs. 
Our appointment was at ll a m. As 
we alighted on a plaza in the heart of 
a beautiful older part of Sevilla, we 
looked down a short, narrow street to 
the c e n tr a l p a rt of a fine w h ite 
building several stories tall. 
Rang bell 
The th re e of us c am e to its e n ­ 
tranceway and Dr. Cuesta rang the 
bell. 
The door was opened by a h an d ­ 
som e m an. about H feet tall, grav- 
eyed. dark-haired and seemingly in 
his mid-30s. 
He was dressed in a pair of well- 
tailored. 
biscuit-colored 
slacks, 
a 
pale blue, short-sleeved sports shirt 
and polished slip-on brow n shoes. 
Plainly he was a m an who leads a 
vigorous, outdoor life. 
It was the duke. 
He invited us in and we first sat 
around a small table in a room near 
the entrance. 


I gave him a copy of the letter I was 
carrying from Tom Wilson — about 
whom the duke inquired — and an ­ 
other front Bexar County Judge Blair 
Reeves. 
In mourning 
The duke asked that our visit not be 
considered an interview. His beloved 
father, the XIX Duque de Bejar, died 
a few weeks ago and the family — as 
is the Spanish custom — will be in 
mourning for one year. 
But it is plain that the duke has a 
deep feeling of attachm ent for San 
Antonio and pride in his family's role 
in its history. 
The duke’s father had planned to 
visit San Antonio on an inv itation ex­ 
tended by Bexar County officials and 
others. It is felt that the new duke 
will visit San Antonio at an a p p ro ­ 
priate time. 
What pride San Antonio and Bexar 
County will take in this personable 
young man when he does come! 
After we had talked briefly, the 
duke asked a younger brother to join 
us. 
Engaging 
The bro th er. Don M anuel, is e n ­ 
gaging. He, of course, does not bear 
the responsibility as head of the fa­ 
mily that the duke bears. Plainly the 
serious-m inded duke is aw are of 
th o se 
r e s p o n s ib ilitie s . 
T all, 
curly-haired Don M anuel’s smile is 
spontaneous and he m atc h es his 
brother in friendliness. 
The duke and Don M anuel then 
took the three of us about the won­ 
derful home in which they live. Our 
v isit of about an hour was one we will 
long rem em ber. 
The home in which the duke lives 
was built 400 years ago. It was once a 
C arm elite convent, datin g at least 
from the lottos. 
One of the most beloved saints in 
Spain — and around the world — is 
Santa Teresa. Santa Teresa stayed at 
this convent when she visited in Se­ 
villa in the 1500s. 
E arlier Bonnie and I had crossed 
the path of Santa Teresa at the m e­ 


dieval town of Avila, a walled city 
just northwest of Madrid. 
Santa Teresa 
Avila was Santa Teresa’s home and 
we visited the church where she 
worshipped and saw the convent she 
founded there. Bonnie photographed 
four appealing nov ice nuns singing in 
front of the church. 
We can touch only a few of the m e­ 
morable highlights of our visit at the 
duke’s home. Additions have been 
made to the convent and to its fur­ 
nishings down through the years. 
There was one particularly m arve­ 
lous staircase. T im e has given its 
mahogany a rich darkness. 
The duke and Don Manuel told us 
that the staircase had come from a 
pirate’s ship. 
Then there was a little light touch 
— as the duke pointed out that tin1 
name Lafite, a Spanish variation of 
the spelling of Lafitte, the F rench 
pirate, had been one of his father’s 
names. 
Galveston 
Jean Laffite was closely linked with 
New Orleans and Galveston often was 
a port of call. 
The furniture of the home is nu*-

m orable. Some of the finest pieces 
are being reproduced and the duke’s 
interest in furniture is growing under 
the stimulation of his m other’s in­ 
fluence.

A number of documents George and Bonnie 
Carmack saw at the Archives of the Indies in Sevilla, Spain, disclose 
this. 


The “ Provincia de Texas" (or “Tejas") was shown often as part of 
the New Philippines. The name appeared with several variations — 
“ Nuevo Reino (kingdom ) de F ilipin os” — "Nuevo Reyno de 
Philipinas" — or “ Nueva Filipinas." 


The “ New Philippines’’ apparently did not include much, if any, of 
Northern Mexico, for one document showed Monterrey in the “ Reino 
de Leon.”

In our country we know them as 
Ferdinand and Isabella whose su p ­ 
port of Columbus — principally the 
Queen’s support — m ade possible the 
discovery of the New World. 


The gracious assistant helping us 
w as M aria A ntonia C olom ar. She 
brought us index books — of historic 
appearance in their own right — and 
suggested c e rta in d o c u m e n ts and 
maps we might want to see.

Its location made it certain 
th a t it b e c a m e G u e r r e r o —down 
below E agle P a ss and P ie d ras Ne- 
g ra s — out of which cam e the sol­ 
diers a n d priests to found San An­ 
tonio. 
Discrepancies 


Many of the rivers were accurately 
named and located. But plainly there 
would be discrepancies. 
The Colorado, actually the longest 
riv er in the state, was shown as a 
small stream that started not too far 
from the Gulf. The Brazos did not 
appear and the San Marcos River was 
show n as m u ch la r g e r and going 
much farther west than it does.

“ spy” to take a lie detector test and said he would donate 
$10,000 of his own money to each m an’s favorite charity if 
they denied his charges and passed the tests. 
Royal said his charges referred to last year, but noted he 
thought the spying had gone on this year too. 
“ I have never asked anyone to spy on Texas or any other 
opponent,” Switzer said. “We always hear rum ors about

The man accused of the spying told The Asseiated Press 
in a telephone interview: “ That's the craziest thing I've 
ever heard. Royal has a hang-up about lie detector tests 
like lie does about country and western m usic.”

The money is his own. Royal said, because "I didn’t 
check w ith anybody at UT. I have confidence enough to put 
up $10,1)00. Switzer can snap himself off $10,000, too. That’s 
about as strong as I can put it. 
"And I’ll take a polygraph test for nothing, if anybody 
accuses me of spying on their workouts.”

"I don’t know what the hell he’s talking about,” Switzer 
said when contacted by telephone. “ No one s come to me 
with anything."

Sport fishing 
worth a billion 


Sport fishing probably is worth a billion 
dollars to the economy of the state of Texas. 


Earlier this year the Texas Parks and Wildlife Depart­ 
ment said freshwater fishermen spent $650 million in the 
state in 1975. 
This figure includes expenditures for gas. bait, lodging, 
food, boats and fishing tackle. The freshwater angler spent 
an average of $10 a day on his fishing. 


PWD officials also said there were approximately 3.2 


million freshwater anglers in Texas last year, and they 
spent 65 million man-days on the the lakes and streams of 
this state. 


Approximately $350 million was spent fishing public 
reservoirs, while the remaining $300 million was spent by 
stream and farm pond anglers. 
The officials estimated this week that Texas saltwater 
fishermen spent $223,995,000 during 1975 on fishing trips to 
tho bays and Gulf of Mexico. 
This figure also includes picnicking, swimming and 
camping costs while on fishing trips. The department says 
sale of bait, lures and fuel of saltwater fishermen alone 
amounted to $56,010,000. 
The department estimates saltwater anglers spent 
17.780,000 days fishing the bays and Gulf in 75. but 
officials included no estimate of the number of fishermen. 
Nor did they include expenses for boats, motors, fishing 
tackle and other equipment saltwater fishermen buy and 
use when they tabulated how much the anglers spend.

so. 
In the aftermath of 
Watergate, one of the basic 
scars in the American soul 
has come from the fact that 
the chief law enforcement 
officers of the land were in 
fact seeking ways to cir­ 
cumvent and prevent the 
enforcement of law. 
Laws which arc ignored 
and disobeyed without 
punishment contribute to a 
breakdown 
of 
respect 
which the nation can ill af­ 
ford. 
Contrary to much opin­ 
ion, laws are effective not 
simply because of enforce­ 
ment but because of re­ 
spect. 
Chaos 
Anytime a vast segment 
of the populace decides to 
refuse to comply with the 
law . chaos will reigns 
There simply are not en­ 
ough law enforcement of­ 
ficers to make it work 
without public compliance. 
The decision was a sound 
one because the flow of 
money in so-called charita­ 
ble gambling has been 
heavy enough to attract an 
underworld element into its 
activities. 
Most people think of bin­ 
go as a parlor game with a 
prize' toaster involved. 
The fact is that the Na-' 
tional Commission to study 
gambling has just complet­ 
ed a two-year study of the 
gambling problem in our 
nation. 
Part of that study reveals 
that bingo itself has be­ 
come a $2 billion activity in 
our country. 
This doesn’t count other 
kinds of gambling done in 
the name of charitable en­ 
terprises. 
Our experience of finding 
phony chanties or phony 
gambling operations giving 
a minuscule amount to 
charities is not an isolated 
phenomenon. 
New York City went 
through this in an expose in 
1974. 
Activities 
Most of the activities 
were done in the name of 
various Jewish organiza­ 
tions, some of which did not 
exist. 
One of the Jewish reli­ 
gious leaders was incensed 
to discover that a group 
was actually having gam­ 
bling nights in the name of 
Jewish activities on their 
Friday evening time. 
The incident revealed the 
fact that the gamblers 
didn’t even know which 
night Jewish religious acti­ 
vities were taking place. 
Organized crime figures 
were involved. 
At least one gangland 
murder happened at one of 
the 
charity 
gambling 
events. 
As a result, the voters of 
New York last year had a 
referendum on whether to 
legalize charitable gani- 
bling and turned it down. 


Wherever gambling acti­ 
vities have gone, a criminal 
element has followed. 
This is not to imply that 
reputable 
community 
groups either are aware or 
invite such activity. It 
simply is a fact of life. 
The decision is a sound 
one because both social 
needs and charity needs 
should bi' met out of the 
basic nature of the word 
charity. 
Charity comes from the 
word that means love. 
That love that should be 
demonstrated in charitable 
activities and charitable 
giving should not be out of a 
love for the dollar, out of a 
covetous spirit toward an­ 
other person’s money, or 
out of any other motive ex­ 
cept love. 
Real love will refuse to 
offer inducements to poor 
people to waste their 
money in gambling acti­ 
vities hoping for poor peo­ 
ple to waste their money in 
gambling activities hoping 
for some “ magic moment” 
solution to their needs. 
Their 
problems 
are 
deeper than that and their 
needs must be met with an 
urgency of Christian com­ 
passion.

Dear Dr. Thosteson: Could you please 
explain what peripheral vascular disease 
is? 


My husband comes home at the end of the day with 
protruding or bludging veins in the legs and feet He does 
a great deal of walking all day in a large warehouse. I 
know this could be what I mentioned above, but how is it 
treated? Should he be on some 
kind of medication for it? 
He is 50 y e a rs old and in 
good health. His blood p re s ­ 
su re was norm al at the last 
checkup. — Mr s, ll M. 
T hat p h r a s e “ p e r ip h e r a l 
vascular disease" is a blanket 
diagnosis that can cover many 
specific ailments "V ascular" 
refers to the overall system of 
veins and arteries serving the 
•peripheral” (distant) parts 
of the body a s the legs. The 
bulging veins suggest varico­ 
sities (weakenings) in them, lf 
th ere is in fla m m a tio n , that 
would be phlebitis. There can 
be c irc u la tio n d is o rd e rs in ­ 
volved 
such 
as 
a r te r io s c le r o s is . B u e r g e r 's 
disease (inflam m ation of the 
peripheral arteries) is often found in heavy smokers. 
From your description ii appears that it is the veins 
which are his main problem . That would explain the 
aching and cram ping in the legs as well as the swelling of 
the feet at the end of his day of standing. 
The symptoms should not go unchecked because things 
will only tend to grow worse. Skin ulcers are a possible 
part of the picture. Blood p ressu re changes can occur 
rather rapidly, so the fact that his last reading was satis- 
factory m eans nothing. 
Local circulation problems don't have to produce d ra ­ 
matically changed blood pressure 
l he sooner your husband receives a proper diagnosis the 
sooner treatm ent can start and the better oil he ll be.

It seems 
to affect those in the 2(Mo-4ti age group and is common 
among blacks 
Symptoms are not always obvious, but they can include 
a chronic lever, breathing difficulties aud skin lesions. 
Sarcoidosis can be mistaken for lulwrculoisis. and does, iii 
tact. often occur with TB It is suspected if the liver is 
large and ii there is albumin (a protein substance) in the 
urine Other sym ptoms include bleeding from the intes­ 
tinal tract or a heart d isease that fails to respond to 
ordinal-,v tre a tm e n t. The diag n o sis can be confirm ed 
through biopsy of suspicious tissue 
The outlook is uncertain. It may clear up spontaneously 
w itll or w it bout treatm ent, but it has a tendency to recur or 
to occur iii oilier p la c e s 
It m a y respond to corticosteroid drugs, which suppress 
the inflammation This must often be given over many 
\e a r v Since there is no definite cure the goal is to prevent 
extensive tissue damage. You should brace yourself for

Iii many conservations about 
cars the phrase, “They don't 
build them like they used to,” 
pops up. Well that’s true, and 
you ought to be very glad they 
don’t. 
I can rem em b er when it is was re- 
gular routine to change the oil and 
lube the chasis every thousand miles. 
I'ires and batteries w eren’t so good 
cither, in those days. 
But they really don't build them 
like they did in 1903. Take the highly 
sought after curved-dash Oldsmobile 
of 1903. The owner's manual offered 
good advice on how to keep the vehi­ 
cle running. 
The m o st im p o rtan t advice co n ­ 
cerned the m anual itself. “ Keep this 
book in the tool box. A new copy will 
not bi> furnished unless a satisfactory 
explanation is given.” 
The sam e book also cautioned the 
motorist, "N ever fill the gasoline re­ 
servoir by lam plight.” Not as crazy 
as it sounds. I can re m e m b e r as a 
youngster several cases of explosions 
and severe burns when people would 
light a m atch to try to see how much 
gasoline was in the tank. 


lf iii 19(12 you bought a C adillac 
runabout the owner s m anual gave 
this advice on how to keep the drive 
chain iii proper condition. " . . . take 
about four pounds of b eef tallow , 
about one pound of flake graphite and 
about on*' pint of heavy lubricating 
oil, th e n 
h eat 
an d s t i r . W hen 
thoroughly melted and mix, put the 
cleaned chain in the hot oil.” 
A ssu m in g one followed those in­ 
structions to the letter, the m anual 
offered no advice on what to do next. 
P erhaps one simply let the hot mess 
cool before retrieving the chain. 
Tubeless tires have been around for 
so m any years, some motorists have 
never driven on a set of tires with 
tube's inside. But there was a tim e 
when tu b e s w e re n e c e s s a r y , and 
when it was also necessary to carry a 
spare tube, repair kits and tire 
pump. 
One c a r m ak er offered the follow­ 
ing bit a b o u t tu b es: “ A tu b e , is 
carrie d loose in its card bo ard box, 


will he chafed by jostling about

curried in th** tool box. it is likely to

Spare tubes should be 
wrapped in cloth or carried in tube 
bags. Don't hang tubes over nails in 
the garag e.

pounds lighter than last year's mo­ 
dels, for example. 
But the job is so tough that de­ 
signers and engineers are down to 
thinking of how to get rid of ounces 
instead of pounds. 
The reason for removal of excess 
ounces is the very tough set of miles 
per gallon requirements set forth by 
the 
E n v iro n m en tal 
P ro te ctio n 
Agency. 
Next year (1978) EPA calls for an 
av erag e of 18 m iles per gallon a 
company’s total car mix. That is all 
of the cars will be averaged and the 
figure must be at least 18 miles per 
gallon. 
That goal will be met by all the 
auto makers. What has them ready 
to throw' in the towel is the figure for 
1985. Then, says the EPA, a1! cars 
will average 27.5 miles per gallon. 
Not impossible to meet, but unless 
the EPA has a change of heart a1) of 
the cars built in 1985 w ill be about the 
size of Chevrolet’s little Chevette. lf 
you can use the Chevette’s sales re­ 
cord as a yardstick the public would 
not be o\erjoyed with the 1985 mo­ 
dels. 
Meeting federal standards on a do 
or die basis has become a way of life 
for America’s car builders. Whether 
the industry can come up with pro­ 


ducts to satisfy the government’s de 
m ands. and the cu sto m ers at the 
same time, is highly questionable. 
The auto industry still has not con­ 
vinced Washington that it takes tim e 
to meet federal regulations. Take the 
law requiring bum pers to withstand 
five mile an hour impacts for exam ­ 
ple. 
The industry built the bum pers, 
and they met the requirements, but 
they also reduced the miles per gal­ 
lon the cars got. 
Now a fte r su fficien t tim e h as 
passed for proper research and de­ 
sign, McCord Corp., a m ajor supplier 
to the industry, has come up with a 
new front bum per system for the 1977 
Pontiac Firebird. 
The com pany reports its plastic- 
based system reduced F ire b ird 
weight by 40 pounds from the 1976 
model. McCord’s bum per is colored 
with a urethane paint that stretches 
w hen impacted. 
The base of the bum per is a metal 
beam. Lightweight energy absorbing 
blocks an* attached to the beam. The 
outer skin or fascia, is about 15- 
thousandths of an inch thick. E x­ 
tended use of the system is contem­ 
plated, and a lot of car m akers will be 
taking a very close look at Firebird s 
bumper. 
The point is that system s like the 
McCord bum per are not developed 
overnight.
